INFANTRY FORCES 
STILL FIGHTING 


Engagement, First in Sev- 
eral Weeks, Reported in 
Guadarrama Mountains 
to North—Change in De- 
fense Council.

MADRID, Dec. 3.—Fascist rebel 
planes made two new raids on Ma- 
drid today, dropping 20 bombs in the 
Rosales section in the northwestern 
part of the city. Several others 
fell in Retiro Park, near Govern- 
ment artillery batteries. Damage 


was slight, 
Artillery and machine gun fire 


near the model prison in the north- 
western section of Madrid. Hand 
grenades also were being used, The 
general military situation was un- 
changed. 

It was announced that the Com- 
munist, Antonio Mije, had been re- 
placed as War Commissar by the 
proletarian youth representative, 
Enrique Garcia. Reports said Gen. 
Jose Miaja, head of the Defense 
Council, would become a virtual 
dictator as leader of the fight on 
the rebels at Madrid, 


Fighting at Other Places. 


For the first time in many weeks, 
the Guadaframa Mountain region, 
north of Madrid, became a center 
of fighting. Observers said the con- 
flict appeared to be the opening 
of a general battle for possession 
of Pozuelo de Alcacorn and Ara- 
vaca, Madrid’ suburbs. 

The Guadalajara region, north- 
west of the capital, also become 
the scene of warfare. Government 
artillery bombarded Fascist posi- 
tions between Castilblanco and 
Membrillera. 

Behind the insurgents’ Madrid 
lines, on the Tagus River west of 
the capital, the Government tried 


with aerial and artillery fire. 

War Office communiques also re- 
ported fighting south of Grado, 
near Oviedo in the Bay of Biscay 
area, where Government militiamen 
were said to have stormed insurgent 
parapets in hand-to-hand fighting. 

Dispatches from Motoro in the 
Pozoblanco area near Cordoba in 
the south said Government dyna- 
miters had blown up the railroad 
between Cordoba and Villaharta, 
after a battle. 


56 Dead in Yesterday’s Raids. 


The death toll in yesterday’s three 
tir raids on Madrid remained at 56. 
Twelve of the victims-were asphyxi- 
ated in the cellar of an apartment 
building wrecked by Fascist bombs. 
Five others were killed in the 
building itself. Another was killed 
. a house opposite the British Hm- 

assy, : 

The Government declared the 
bombers, which flew at great height 
to evade Madrid’s anti-aircraft bat- 
teries, failed to reach any military 
objectives. They said one tri-mo- 
tored plane was shot down. 

In radio addresses, members of 
the British Parliament who are 
studying the situation here, de- 
nounced the bombardment of ci- 
Vilians. 

“Britain must not stand by while 
these horrors are being perpetrated 
on the city,” Laborite D. R. Gren- 
fell declared, 

Capt. Jack MacNamara, a Con- 
Servative member, declared the 
bombings “which we saw today in 
crowded, working class quarters of 
the city are cruel and unjustifiable.”

MOLLISON FOUND AFTER LOSING 
WAY ON FLIGHT TO GAPETOWN 


Forced Down in South Africa and 
Fails to Break His Wife's 
Record,

CAPETOWN, South Africa, Dec. 
3.—Capt. James A. Mollison and his 
French co-pilot, Edouard Cornig- 
lion-Molinier, were found safe today 
after they had disappeared yester- 
day on their flight from England 
to the Cape. 

They were found by a farmer 
near Weisdrift, a community 214 
miles south of Bredasdorf, which 
ig 100 miles east of here. Their 
plane was not damaged. 

The flyers said they flew over 
the farm,.but, finding they could 
not climb over the mountainous 
country between there and Cape- 
town, decided to turn back and land 
before dark. 

When they strayed from their 
course they lost a chance to better 
the England-Capetown record held 
by Mollison’s wife, Amy. She flew 
the distance in three. days four 
hours 20 minutes, 

With 27 minutes left in which to 
beat Mrs. Mollison’s mark, the fly- 
ers sent a radio message saying 
they had lost their way.

TESTES MILTON

| Arthur Coburn of South-

“HIGHLY IRREGULAR”

Vice-President of Dallas 
Firm Tells of Interlock- 
ing Relationship at House 
Inquiry.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3—A threat of 
David M. Milton, son-in-law of John 
D. Rockefeller Jr., to sell the Gen- 
eral American Life Insurance Co. 
of St. Louis “down the river,” if 
the Southwestern Life of Dallas, 
Tex., refused to buy it, was raised 
today in the testimony of Arthur 
Coburn, vice-president of the South- 
western Life, before the Sabath 
Congressional Committee. 


Coburn said Milton made the 
threat in proposing to officers of 
Southwestern Life the deal by 
which that company acquired con- 
trol of the General American, hold- 
er of the assets of the insolvent 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co. 
He gaid Milton's threat was quoted 
by C. E. O’Donnell, president of 
the Southwestern Life, to the di- 
rectors of that company. This was 
after a conference between Milton 
and the Southwestern Life and 
General American heads at the 
Park Plaza Hotel, St. Louis, last 
Feb. 25. 

No Choice, He Says. 

Coburn, who had testified pre- 
viously to the interlocking rela- 
tionship between the Southwestern 
Life and General American, said 
that, in his opinion, the Texas com- 
pany had no choice but to make the 
deal proposed by Milton. 


Coburn warmly commended R. Em- 
met O'Malley, State Insurance Su- 
perintendent of Missouri, saying 
O'Malley was “a damned good pub- 
lic official—one of the best insur- 
ance commissioners in the United 
States,” 

‘James P. Sullivan, special exam- 
iner for the committee, suggested 
to the witness: 

“Perhaps the fact that O’Malley 
severely criticised Milton for the 
Southwestern Life deal, and did not 
criticise you, who co-operated with 
Milton, may have something to do 
with your opinion.” 

“Aside from that,’’ Coburn said, 
“T think he is a good official.” 

Coburn said, in earlier testimony, 
that O'Malley, on learning of the 
deal, “cussed me out personally, but 
not publicly.”

“Is it an attempt to hinder and 
interfere with the investigation?” 
McKittrick asked, referring to an 
impending official inquiry into the 
handling of reformatory subsis- 
tence supplies, and other activities 
at the institution. 

McLain resigned yesterday and 
later withdrew his resignation as 
the result of a conference with Gov. 
Park. 

: Cites Action in 1934. 

McKittrick declared that infor- 
mation had been given to Gov. 
Park in 1934 as to’ allegéd irregu- 
larities in the management of the 
intermediate reformatory at Algoa. 
He said Gov, Park “did not cause 
an investigation to be made but 
permitted one of the employes who 
gave the information to be dis- 
charged.” 

“The situation is similar,” McKit- 
trick said, “to the irregularities that 
were reported to him in the Health 
Department in December, 1934, 
which he has recently termed ‘bad 
bookkeeping” Dr. E 
érhor,.” | 

McKittrick pointed out that the 
law governing the reformatory pro- 
hibits the superintendent of the re- 
formatory or other employes, from 
selling or giving to any of the pris- 
on officers or employes any fuel, 
forage, provisions, or other sup- 
plies, and prohibits the use of such 
supplies exeept for the benefit of 
the State, 

“The records at Algoa farm show 
that Capt. McLain knew that Col. 
George D. Bryant (State Parole 
Commissioner and a member of 
the Penal Board) was taking from 
the reformatory kitchen and com- 
missary provisions in violation of 
the statute,” McKittrick said. “The 
records at the reformatory show 
that Capt. McLain took or caused 
to be taken, by inmates, from the 
kitchen, provisions that had been 
requisitioned by the official in 
charge of the kitchen whith were 
to be used for the inmates, but in- 
stead of the inmates getting the 
provisions, some of them were de- 
livered to Col. Bryant or his 
driver.” ‘ 

“As soon as we have an oppor- 
tunity to ascertain the reasonable 
value of the provisions of any other 
State property that was unla 
taken by Capt. McLain or Col. Bry- 
ant or his drivers,” McKittrick said,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. — The 
Federal Trade Commission charged 
21 automobile manufacturers and 
financing companies ‘today with 
obtaining a higher rate of interest 
on deferred car payments than they 
had advertised as their charge. 

The commission issued eight com- 
plaints charging violation of the 
unfair competition section of the 
Trade Commission Act. 

The complaints alleged the com- 


panies advertised they sold their 
cars on an annua! 6 per cent time 
payment plan. Actually, the commis- 
sion charged, the interest payments 
total about 12 per cent. 

Companies Named. 

The following automobile com- 
panies were named: 

The Nash Motors Co., Kenosha, 
Wis.; General Motors Corporation, 
Detroit, and its subsidiaries, which 
produce Chevrolet, Olds, Pontiac, 
Buick and Cadillac automobiles; 
Chrysler Corporation, Detroit, and 
its subsidiaries, Chrysler Sales Cor- 
poration, and those manufacturing 
De Soto, Dodge and Plymouth au- 
tomobiles; Graham-Paige Motors 
Corporation, Detroit; Hudson Motor 
Car Co., Detroit; Ford Motor Co., 
Dearborn, Mich.; Reo Motor Car 
Co., Lansing, Mich., and Packard 
Motor Car Co., Detroit. 

Financing companies named 
were: General Motors Acceptance 
Corporation, New York City, joined 
with: the General Motors group; 
Commercial Credit Co., Baltimore, 
joined with Chrysler Corporation 
and its subsidiaries; Universal 
Credit Corporation, Detroit, with 
Ford Motor Company, and Commer- 
cial Investment Trust Corporation, 
New York City, with Graham-Paige 
Motors Corporation and Hudson Mo- 
tor Car Company. 

“The complaints against the 
Nash, Reo and Packard corpora- 
tions do not list any financing 
companies as respondents,” the 
commission said in a statement, 
“but it is get out that those com- 
panies employ the services of the 
Commercial Investment Trust Cor- 
poration, which is named as a re- 
spondent.” 

Basis of Charges. 

“In advertising their methods of 
financing the purchase of motor 
vehicles,” the commission added, 
“the respondent corporations § al- 
legedly feature in their advertise- 
ments that they will sell their cars 
on an annual 6 per cent time-pay- 
ment plan. 

“According to the complaints, the 
financing plans employed actually 
involve a 6 per cent rate charged 
on the full amount of the account 
from the date it begins until it is 
closed, regardless of the fact that 
the account is amortized in equal 
monthly payments. 

“For that reason, the complaints 
charge, the financing plans used in- 
volve interest payments actually 
about 100 per cent greater than the 
6 per cent interest rate, or approxi- 
mately 12 per cent. 

The commission asserted “the rep- 
resentations contained in the adver- 
tising matter of the respondent 
corporations ,.. are said to mis- 
lead and deceive a substantial part 
of the purchasing public into the 
erroneous belief that the respond-

Laborite’s View of Situation. 

The’ Laborite, Colonel the Right 
Honorable Josiah Clement Wedg- 
wood, told the British Press Associ- 
ation:

Any 
change will tear this country in 
two. If a general election comes, 
the outcome will be on the side of 
the King.” 

“The vast bulk of the people ate 
seeing a man bullied when he 
thinks he is right and they respect 
a man who will stand up for his 
rights,” said Wedgwood. “Obvious- 
ly the question is not one for the 
Cabinet to dacide but for Parlia- 
ment as a whole as in the case of 
Richard I.” 

His Motion for Debate. 

Wedgwood’s statement arose 
from the motion he formally en- 
tered for debate as soon as pos- 
sible: 

“That in the opinion of this house, 
the oath of allegiance which they 
have already taken to King Edward 
VIII is unaffected by any “orm c‘* 
coronation eeremony, or by the 
presence there at or absence there 
from of any dignitary or personage 
whatsoever; nor will they substi- 
tute any other for the King of En- 
giand.” 

The involved parliamentary lan- 
guage, which puzzled even members 
of Commons, means that if the 
House passed the motion it would 
in effect extend the King a vote 
of confidence. It was considered 
unlikely, however, that the question 
will be debated. 

Wedgwood, who on the authority 
of Parliament, recently published 
the first of a 40-volume history 
of Parliament, said the coronation 
was a church service only and had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
British people aside from their de- 
sire to keep up old traditions.

Indicating the gravity of the sit-

Its heading placed emphasis on the 
King’s accession promise last Janu- 
ary that he was “determined to fol- 
low in my father’s footsteps.” - 
The article also recalled signifi- 
cantly that at Edward’s request 
Parliament granted him an extra 
purse of £40,000 ($200,000) a year 
in the event of his marriage.

If the Cabinet should resign in a 
body, as many expected in view of 
the King’s firm stand, Edward 
probably would not be able to form 
another government, authoritative 
parliamentarians said. Baldwin 
knows that and has told the King 
the exact situation, they said. 

Courses Open to King. 

Under parliamentary procedure, if 
the Ministers disagree with any of 
the King’s actions in which they 
}deem themselves responsible to Par- 
liament, they have thé privilege of 
resigning. Then if the King is not 
able to form a new government, he 
must recall the resigned Prime Min- 
ister—but only on the terms of the 
latter. 

Should he refuse to resummon the 
former Cabinet head, there are only 
two courses open to him: 

1. He may abdicate, which in this 
instance would constitute forceful 
removal from the throne. 

2. He may as did Charles the 
First—attempt to set up a govern- 
ment without a parliament.

Muench, Mrs. Helen Berroyer, and 
ttorney Wilfred Jones, the baby 
woker. They are charged with a 
scheme falsely to convince Dr. 
Marsh Pitzman, wealthy,.and so- 
cially prominent physician, that 
Mrs. Muench was the mother of a 
child of which he was the father, 
with the purpose of obtaining 
money from him, In this scheme, 
the indictment charges, the mails 
were used to further the plot. 

Letters in Wastebasket. 

Verne R. C. Lacy, attorney for 
Jones and himself a defendant in 
a pending disbarment suit, ques- 
ioned Mrs. Thomasson about let- 
ers found torn to pieces in the 
wastebasket of her room ‘in the 
Harding Hotel, Chicago, in the lat- 
ter part of October, 1935, by Julius 
Klein, reporter for the St. Louis

On North’s Resignation.

As a mat- 
ter of fact, on Dec. 21, 1934, I wrote 
the Hon. Forrest Smith, State Audi- 
tor, requesting an audit be made 
of the Board of Health and the 
Health Department.

Amendments submitted by milk 
distributers were under discussion 
at the committee meeting. The 
Mayor remained at the session an 
hour and, on departing, said he 
had left Health Commissioner Jo- 
seph F. Bredeck, City Counselor Ed- 
gar H. Wayman and First Asso- 
ciate City Counselor Louis A. Mc- 
Keown to go over these amend- 
ments with the committee. 

, Says He'll Sign It. 

Confidence that the bill, modeled 
after the standard ordinance of 
the United States Public Health 
Service, would be passed by the 
Board of Aledrmen was expressed 
by the Mayor. He said he would 
sign it. 

The committee adjorned after an 
executive sesion of almost four 
hours, announcing that considera- 
tion of the bill would be continued 
at its next meeting at 10 o’clock 
next Thursday morning. It was 
said that nine minor amendments, 
suggested by the city law depart- 
ment, had been approved but that 
they made no change in essential 
features of the bill. 

Louis A. Lang, a milk distributer, 
and Karl Spencer, attorney for the 
Fresh Milk Institute, talked with 
members of the aldermanic com- 
mittee earlier in the day.

Milk Strike Voted Down. 

Members of the Sanitary Milk 
Producers, farmers co-operative, 
who advocated a producers’ strike 
if the standard milk control or- 
dinance is passed by the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen, were outvoted 
today at the semi-annual meeting 
of the organization’s advisory cour- 
cil at St. Jacob, Il. 

After three hours’ discussion of 
the pending ordinance, which pro- 
ducers contended would require 
changes and investments in equip- 
ment which would put many out of 
business, the 300 council members 
agreed that no strike would be 
called on passage of the ordinance. 
However, a large majority favored 
a strike if producers were discrim- 
inated against or if the methods 
of enforcement were “unfair.” 

Edwin W. Tiedeman, president, 
in discussing the pending ordinance 
asserted the requirement of a bac- 
teria count of less than 200,000 per 
cubic centimeter for raw milk 
would necessitate installation of 
mechanical refrigeration. He also 
objected to changes in barns and 
milk sheds, which he said‘would be 
necessary.

0, A. HARKER, DEAN EMERITUS 
OF LAW AT ILLINOIS U., DIES 


Succumbs to Pneumonia at Age of 
$2; on Faculty from 1897 
to 1916. 
By the Associated Press. 

CARBONDALE, Ill, Dec. 3.— 
Oliver A. Harker, dean emeritus of 
the University of Illinois College of 
Law, died of pneumonia today. He 
was 92 years old. 

In recent months he had been 
living with his daughter, Mrs. 
Frank Hewitt, at whose home he 
died. He had been ill only several 
days. Born in Vienna, Il, Dec. 14, 
1844, Mr. Harker attended Wheaton 
College, the University of Indiana 
and Knox College before beginning 
the active practice of law in 1870. 

In August, 1878, he was appointed 
Judge of the First Judicial Circuit 
and was elected to the bench in the 
same circuit in 1879, 1885, 1891 and 
1897. He served on the Appellate 
Court from 1891 to 1903. First as 
lecturer and then as professor and 
dean, Mr. Harker was associated 
with the Illinois Law School for 19 
years, serving from 1897 to 1916, 
serving also as associate legal 
counsel of the university. He was 
president of the Illinois State Bar 
Association in 1895 and of the Illi- 
nois Society of the American Insti- 
tute of Criminal Law and Crim- 
inology in 1910.

Congress O'Malley of the 
committee questioned the witness 
closely about the part the Dallas 
bank had in the deal. 

' Reason for New Corporation. 

Under Sullivan’s questioning, Co- 
burn explained in detail that the 
General American stock could be 
purchased by the Southwestern Life 
interests only through the organiza- 
tion of the Investors Corporation, 
‘because of the Texas law prohibit- 
ing a Texas life company from own- 
ing stocks in excess of 5 per cent 
of the amount of its capital and 
surplus. In the case of the South- 
western this would $350,000. It 
could make the $2,500,000 purchase 
through the fiction of the separate 
Investors’ Corporation, but n-  di- 
rectly. 

A personal representative of Mil- 
ton was present -vitL the 45,000 
shares of General American stock, 
and at the “same instant,” the bonds 
of the Investors’ Corporation were 
delivered to the Southwestern Life, 
the Southwestern Life turned over 
the $2,500,000 to the Investors’ Cor- 
poration, which it turned over to 
the Milton representative, anc the 
General American stock was turned 
over to -he Southwestern. 


“Cussed Me Personally.” 


Sullivan brought out from. Co- 
burn that Insurance Superintendent 
R. Emmet O’Malley of Missouri 
had severely criticised the entire 
transaction of the sale of the Gen- 
eral American without his knowl- 
edge. Head had testified he first 
learned of the deal March 13, this 
year, and that he immediately no- 
tified O'Malley. O'Malley has tes- 
tified that Head telephoned him 
March 13.and made an appointment 
for two days later, when he told him 
of the prospective sale. The sale 
was made March 16. 

Coburn’s testimony was that 
Head had learned of the proposed 
deal Feb 25. 

Sullivan’s point was that O’Mal- 
ley’s public criticism was directed 
against Milton and the eastern in- 
terests, and not against Head or 
the Dallas interests. “He cussed 
me out personally,” Coburn said, 
“but not publicly.” 


Yesterday's Testimony. 


In his testimony yesterday, Co- 
burn told of the hotel conference in 
St. Louis Feb. 25, attended by Mil- 
ton and Ellery Huntington, Milton's 
partner in the Equity Corporation, 
New York holding company; O’Don- 
nell and Coburn as president and 
vice-president of Southwestern Life, 
and Walter W. Head of St. Louis, 
president of the General American 
Life Insurance Co.

While it 
did not appear from Coburn’s tes- 
timony that any of the three was 
particularly concerned about the 
possibility of losing his job, Coburn 
said they were “dismayed” by the 
proposal, 

Milton was very mysterious about 
the-identity of the prospective buy-. 
er. He did not mention the name 
of the broker, and when asked the 
name by O’Donnell, Milton replied 
that he did not know the principal 
represented by the broker. 

Examiner Sullivan, in question- 
ing Coburn, treated the supposed 
offer as a bluff designed to force 
the Southwestern Life interests to 
raise money to buy out the Milton 
interests. 


Dubious of Proposal. 


Coburn said the conversation was 
switched to the possibility that the 
Southwestern Life interests might 
be interested in buying the stock 
for $50. He, Coburn, looked upon 
the proposal as one, which, if it 
were a bona fide offer, might have 
disastrous effects. 

‘I didn’t see why a New York 
brokerage firm should be offering 
$65 for the stock,” he testified, “It 
wasn’t worth that much. My opin- 
ion was that it was worth $60 to $61 
a share. .It seemed to me there 
must be some improper motive back 
of the offer. I abhor insurance 
company manipulations, and if this 
were not to be manipulation, why 
would anybody be offering more 
than the stock was worth?“ 


O'Donnell was quoted by Coburn 
as saying he might pay as much as 
$60 for the stock, but that he did 
not want to present the matter to 
his board of directors until he was 
assured by Milton in writing that 
he was willing to have the stock 
pass to the Southwestern Life. 

“Four days later,” Coburn testi- 
fied, “Milton wrote ODonnell indi- 
cating he was willing to sell to the 
Southwestern.” He was then will- 
ing to take $5 a share less than he 
had said he had been offered. 

“What do you mean by ‘indi- 
cated’? Sullivan asked. 

“I am a Scotchman,” Coburn re- 
plied, “and when I say ‘indicated,’ 
that means pretty definite.”

UP 20 PCT. IN 4 YEARS + 


Election Board Figures Show 
White Voters Have Increased 
Only 8 Pct. 


Registration of Negro voters has 
increased 20 per cent in the last 
four years, while that of white 
voters has increased 8 per cent, it 
was shown in an Election Board 
compilation today. 

There were 366,907 whites and 
55,476 Negroes on the registration 
books for the presidential election 
of Nov. 3, compared with 341,077 


whites and 46,100 Negroes enrolled 
for the presidential election ‘of 
1932. 

Negroes this year — 13 
per cent, or slightly more than one- 
eighth, of the electorate of the city. 

Registration of Negroes exceeded 
that of whites this year in the 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and Nineteenth 
wards, the division being: Nine- 
teenth, 9384 Negroes, 4999 whites; 
Sixth, 7692 Negroes, 2913 whites: 
Fourth, 6485 Negroes, 3706. whites, 
and Fifth, 5438 Negroes, 30383 
whites. 

In other wards with a heavy Ne- 


gro vote the comparative enroll-— 


ment was: Twenty-third, 6656 Ne- 
groes, 6828 whites; Twentieth, 5664 
Negroes, 8545 whites; Sixteenth, 
4223 Negroes, 9098 whites; Seven- 
teenth, 3382 Negroes, 9279 whites. 
The smallest proportion was in the 
Thirteenth Ward, with three Ne- 
groes and 30,192 whites. 

The number of white women ex- 
ceeded white men in the Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth and Twenty-eighth 
Wards this year, as follows: Twen- 
ty-eighth, 9355 women, 8389 men; 
Fifteenth, 7515 women, 7056 men; 
Fourteenth, 6405 women, 6358 men. 
Men were in the greatest propor- 
tion, among whites, in the Fifth 
Ward, with 672 women and 2361 
men, 


For the whole city this year there 
were rogistered 198,003 white men, 
168,904 white women, 29,336 Negro 
men and 26,140 Negro women, 

The revised figures made the total 
registration for the recent election 
422,383, against 426,786 as used at 
the time on’ the basis of a hasty 


count in the precincts. Accord- | 


ingly, the vote cast last month, 396,- 
830, which set a new record for vol- 
ume, also made a new record for 
proportion of registration voting— 
93.9 per cent. The previous record 
was 93.7 per cent in November, 1928. 


SOCIAL SECURITY COUNSEL 
EXPECTS FEW CHANGES IN ACT 


Thomas H. Eliot Says, Contrary to 
General Impression, Law Was 
Not Hastily Drawn. 

Only a few minor amendments to 
the Social Security Act will be pro- 
posed at the next session of Con- 
gress, in the opinion of Thomas H. 
Eliot, general counsel for the So- 
cial Security Board, who addressed 
a meeting of the League of Women 
Voters last night at Hotel Kings- 
Way. 

“There seems to be a general 
idea that the Social Security Act 
is a hastily drawn measure, not at 
all workable and due to be com- 
pletely changed at the next session 
of Congress,” Eliot said. “Nething 
could be further from the truth. 
This act is not so hard to under- 
stand as many people would have 
you believe.” 

Eliot said the Social Security 
Board would not support an amend- 
ment to extend the time in which 
states may enact unemployment 
compensation laws and thus benefit 
from Federal taxes levied.on 1936 
payrolls. Credit on such Federal 
taxes for »ayments to state unem- 
ployment compensation funds will 
be given only to employers in 
states which have passed approved 
laws by Dec. 31 of this year. Mis-

While mince pies, served hot, are 
practically the ultimate in desserts 
there are dozens of other delicious 
uses for this spicy delicacy. Try 
stuffing baking apples with a ta- 
blespoon of moist mince meat and 
serve the baked fruit with cream 
for dessert. 

Mince meat dumplings made like 
apple dumplings and served with 
rum or vanilla sauce are delicious. 

You can combine mince meat half 
in half with crushed pineapple, red 
pie cherries or raw cranberries for 
new and different pie f 

Mince meat stuffed cookies, mince 
meat pudding and spice cakes are 
just a few more of the popular 


‘dishes that lend variety to the win- 


ter diet. 
Mince Meat Spice Cake. 

One-half cup lard. 

One cup sugar. 

Three-fourths cup diluted evap- 
orated milk. 

One cup prepared mince meat.

Two and one-half cups flour.

One-half teaspoon salt.

Fish in Ramekins. 

One and one-half cups cold cooked 
fish. 

One-fourth pound mushrooms. 

One and one-half cups mashed 
* 

One-half cup milk. 

One tablespoon butter, 

A little onion juice. 

One tablespoon chopped celery. 

One tablespoon chopped parsley. 

Bread crumbs. 

Salt, pepper, paprika. 

Flake the fish, which may be 
canned or leftover cooked fish. Peel 
and slice the mushrooms and saute 
very slowly in butter.

Boil the —— ‘in salted water 
15 to 20 minutes, until tender but 
not soft. Remove the centers and 
chop. . Brown the chopped onion 
in butter, and add remaining ingre- 
dients. Stuff onions with this mix- 
ture, place in a baking pan and dot 


cover bottom of pan. Bake in a 
moderate oven (325 degrees) one- 
half hour, basting occasionally. 
Serves six, 

Cream of Chestnut Soup. 

One pound chestnuts. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One cup cream. 

One quart milk. 

Salt. 

Pepper. 

One-half teaspoon sugar. 

Cut a half-inch gash on the flat 
side of the chestnuts, place in a 
pan and add one tablespoon of the 
butter: -Plate over direct heat for 
five minutes shaking constantly. 
Bake in a moderate oven (375 de- 
grees F.) for about 10 minutes. 
Remove the shells and skins with a 
Sharp ‘knife, cover with boiling, 
salted water and cook until tender. 
Drain, and press through a sieve, 


stir until] well mixed. Add the 
milk, salt and pepper to taste, and 
the sugar.

A good beginning is half the bat- 
tle! .

Combine 
grapefruit segments with dried cel- 
ery, flaked crab meat or shrimp 
(canned or fresh). Pour over mix- 
ture of Chili Sauce Dressing, chill 
thoroughly.

Banana Orange Juice Cocktail. 

Peel and dice ripe bananas and 
put into cocktail glasses filling 
three-quarters full with the banana;

Sprinkle with finely 
cut mint leaves or green garnishing 
cherries. Serve immediately. 

Calcuttas. 

Pit and steam large prunes until 
tender. Mix one tablespoon finely 
chopped gherkins with one table- 
spoon cooked rice,.one tablespoon 
chutney, one-eighth teaspoon salt 
and enough paprika to color the 
rice; stuff prunes with the mixture, 
then dip each in Worcestershire 
sauce, roll in a strip of bacon, fast- 
en with a toothpick and broil. 

Fresh Fruit Cup. 

Two oranges. 

Four ripe bananas. 

One-quarter package dates. 

One apple, 

Peel oranges, removing skin and 
membrane down to juicy pulp. 
With sharp knife cut out each sec- 
tion of orange separately, and dice. 
Peel bananas, dice and mix with 
cut orange. Peel, core, and dice 
apple (choose firm medium-sized 
McIntosh, or similar variety) and 
cut dates into eighths with wet scis- 
sors; blend all fruit together and 
set in refrigerator to chill. To serve 
pile into sherbet glasses, pour addi- 
tional chilled orange juice over 
fruits and serve as hearty appetizer 
before light meal. 

Iced Orange Soup. 

One tablespoon gelatin. 

One tablespoon cold water. 

One-third cup boiling water. 

Salt. 

‘ One-quarter cup sugar. 

Two cups orange juice and pulp. 

Lemon juice. 

Soak gelatin in cold water and 
dissolve in boiling water. Add sugar 
and when cool, add one cup of the 
orange juice. Add remaining cup 
of orange juice combined with pulp 
to the first mixture, Season with a 
pinch of salt and lemon juice.to 
taste. Put the mixture into the top 
part of a double boiler and bury 
in cracked ice for an hour or two, 
or until thoroughly chilled.

Text of Roosevelt’s i | 
At Montevideo in Response to. 
- Uruguay President's Greeting 


He Cites Common Problems in North and 
South America and Urges Greater 
Travel to Promote Friendship. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Dec. 3. 
—The text of President Roosevelt’s 
res to the speech of welcome 
by Presi Terra of Uruguay to- 
day, follows: 


Your Excellency, President Ter- 
ra, and Senora de Terra, it is a 
privilege today to be the guest of 
the Government of the Republic 
of Uruguay and it is a great per- 
sonal pleasure to which I have 
looked forward for many years. 

Here three years ago in this beau- 
tiful city of Montevideo there was 
born a new era of friendship and 
confidence among the Americas. 
No one is entitled to more credit 
for this new day than Your Excel- 
lency; for you labored unceasingly 
and generously both as host and as 
statesman for the success of that 
conference. 

I believe that when history comes 
to be written the origin of the new 
American era will be placed here in 
the memorable year 1933, Truly, it 
is an inspiration for the average 
citizen of all our republics that that 
conference is giving back its fruits 
in terms of achievement for the 
people of the world. During the 
past week I havé become certain 
of this because I have seen in the 
faces of the men, women and chil- 
dren in Rio de Janeiro, Buenos 
Aires and, today, in Montevideo a 
joyful expression of hope and faith 
which can and will inspire us, their 
chosen representatives, to even 
greater activity in the common 
cause, 

Inspiration From Gen. 

You, Mr, President, have used a 
term in speaking of that great 
patriot, Gen. Artigas, which can well 
be the inspiration of us all. You 
have spoken of his “serene and no- 


ble spirit of applied justice.” It.is 
because of this spirit which actu- 
ated the founding fathers of the 
American republics that we, their 
followers, are inspired to maintain 
the democratic principles for which 
they fought. 

I am particularly grateful for the 
kind words which you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, have spoken concerning our 
policies in the United States of 
America. We fully join with you in 
the thought that the first battlefield 
of peace is that of securing well- 
being at home. It has been of spe- 
cial interest to me to know that 
you in the Republic of Uruguay 
have made such great advances in 


- | behalf of the well-being of your cit- 


izens. 

In the days of Gen. Artigas and 
of his friend, President Monroe, 
human society had, of course, little 


—— | conception of the economic and so- 


cial problems which we face today. 
None of the fathers of any of our 
republics had even heard of ‘an 
eight-hour day, of minimum wages, 
of protection for women and chil- 
dren, of collective bargaining be- 
tween employers and employes, of 
old-age security, of modern sanita- 
tion, of concrete highways, of rail- 
roadse-or stee] buildings. The fa- 
thers had not thought of the tele- 
graph, the radio, the automobile, or 
of travel by fast steamships and by 
air. They knew little of the prob- 
lems of modern science, of modern 
finance. 

Nations’ Common Problems, 
And yet, you and I are very cer- 
tain that if they were alive today 
the founders of our governments 


-| would look with approval on what 


we are seeking to do to use the 


processes of democratic government 


in solving the new problems. 

I recognize as you do that these 
new problemg are common to all | 
our nations. I am giad that you 
have said that we have been com- 


pelled to abandon the comfortable 
attitude of statesmen of the old 
school. Every nation in all the 
world has been compelled to recog- 
nize the fact of new conditions. It 
is of the utmost importance that 
the nations of the new world have 
found it possible under vigorous 
leadership to find the answer with- 
in the spirit and the framework of 
constitutional government and dem- 
ocratic 

We have not completed our task. 
In accordance with the objectives 
and theory of democratic govern- 
ment, that task is a continuing one, 
We seek new remedies for new 
conditions; new conditions will con- 
tinue to arise; sometimes the reme- 
dies succeed, and sometimes they 
must be altered or improved. But 
the net result is that we move for- 
ward. We learn, and ought te learn, 
much from each other—much that 
is good and some things which, 
from experience, we must avoid. 

Relief of 
In the case of agriculture, for 


did many things in the past which 
ran counter to the laws of nature 
and of sensible economics. In many 
parts of my country we have used 
the land in such a way as to dimin- 
ish its productiveness; we have 
harmed our supply’ of water and 
we have lost our top soil. 


cite this as an example, which you 
undoubtedly know of, to show the 
need among all our republics of 
keeping in close touch with each 
other, for many of our problems 
are similar. 

On this delightful visit to Brazil, 
Argentina and Uruguay I have been 
impressed with the immediate need 
for better and quicker services of 
travel and communication between 
North and South America. I look 
forward to the day when, instead 
of its being. a long and unusual 
journey, visits between the nations 
of South America and those of Cen- 
tral America’ and of North Amer- 
ica will be so simple that tens of 
thousands of our citizens will meet 
each other in friendly intercourse 
every. year. 

His Knowledge of Spanish. 

And, may I add, that I hope that 
we shall have a much greater fa- 
miliarity with each other's lan- 

es. It is a great regret of 
my life that, while with some dif- 
ficulty I can read a little Spanish, 
I cannot yet converse in it. These 
visits which I am making on.this 
voyage are so enjoyable in every 
way that I look forward to an op- 
portunity to return in the future, 
When that day comes I hope that 
I shall be able to speak with all of 
you in your native tongue. 

And may I also express the hope 
that it will be possible for you, Mr. 
President and Senora de Terra, to 
be the guest of Mrs. Roosevelt and 
myself in Washington while we are 
still in the White House. Nothing 
would give us and the people of 
the United States more pleasure. 

It has touched me deeply that 
you have proposed a toast to Mrs, 
Roosevelt. She was deeply disap- 
pointed that. she could not come 
with me and she will be happy to 
know of your courtesy and of your 
thought of her. 

I lift my glass to the good health 
and happiness of you and Senora 
jde Terra, and to the continued 
prosperity, happiness, and progress 
of the people of the Republic of 


Uruguay.

“IT am convinced,” he said, “that 
when we fully understand the 
economic history of the period of 
the twenties, we shall find that the 
debacle which terminated another 
apparently highly prosperous pe- 
riod, was largely contributed by a 
failure of industry to pass its im- 
provements on to the consumer. We 
are headed in that same direction 
today unless we can bring the in- 
telligence and courage of the engi- 
neer into industrial statesmanship.”

“If increased wages and profits 
are to absorb the savings which the 
engineer produces through his la- 
bor saving devices . .. and there is 
not a reduction of price which is 
essential to increasing consump- 
tion,” Hoover said, “thereby we are 
ourselves by our own neglect pro- 
ducing that mass of technological

Teen-Age Students at John Burroughs School 
Study Behavior of Babies to: Gain Social 
Consciousness and “Know Themselves."

gazing fascinated through a 
lass partition at Maternity 
Hospital, watching nurses, all prop- 
erly masked and antiseptic, putting 
newborn babies through their rou- 
tines of waking, feeding, bathing, 
clothing, sleeping again. They are 
12 girls of the eleventh grade, John 
Burroughs School, and this is. part 
of a very realistic course in child 
psychology being given them under 
the direction of Dr. Ethel Riddle. 
It is the first time many of the 
girls have seen a newborn infant. 
Some of them didn’t know before 
that a baby cannot hear until the 
amniotic fluid in its ears disap- 
pears. They ask questions about 
anything they do not understand, 
observe the capacities with which 
the child is born and its earliest 
emotional. responses, They learn 
about the growth, care and prob- 
lems of very young children. 
Another day they visit an orphan- 
age where they observe somewhat 
older children and their responses 
and reactions. Later they go to 
a nursery school where the behav- 
ior and training of pre-school chil- 
dren are studied with emphasis 
upon their acquisition of social at- 
titudes and group co-operation.

prenatal life, heredity, laws by 


which traits are transmitted. Es- 


pecially is it important to deter- 
mine which traits are inescapably 
hereditary, which susceptible to in- 
fluence of environment, and to learn 
how handicaps or advantages of 
birth may be offset or made the 
most of. The responsibility of the 
mother for the care of her child 
even before its birth is emphasized, 
her use of alcohol and nicotine be- 
ing one point discussed. 

This is not a textbook study, 
either, only selected references from 
more mature psychological studies 
being adapted to the adolescent 
mind. Dr. Riddle may eventually 
have to compile her own textbooks 
for her unusual course. Most of the 
instruction is imparted realistically, 
as on the field trips, by motion pic- 
tures, illustrated lectures by differ- 
ent experts in medicine and sociol- 
ogy, and by free discussion of ques- 
tions raised by we 3 class. 


NVIRONMENT is studied on 

visits to schools far different 

from John Burroughs, where 
most of the students come from the 
privileged ranks of society. Stu- 
dents are required to write reports 
of all their field trips and one of 
these visits to a school in a down- 
town neighborhood proved a revela- 
tion in how the other half lives.

Projects in application of their 
field observations have included a 
party for pre-school children for 
which the girls planned and pro- 
vided refreshments-and entertain- 
ment with reference to the age lev- 
els of the younger children and how 
much stimulation and excitement 
should be offered them. All the 
field trips are organized on princi- 
ples of group and individual respon- 
sibility as part of their social train- 
ing, a committee’ appointed to ar- 
range for bus transportation,. oth- 
ers acting as hostesses for the trips. 


It is all a part of a practical 
course in elementary psychology 
projected and inaugurated by Dr. 
Riddle by which adolescents learn 
to know themselves, why they be- 
have as they do, and their responsi- 
bility to other human beings to the 
end of working out for themselves 
a happy, useful way of life. Because 
they cannot remember every suc- 
cessive phase of their own develop- 
ment and because studying their 
own personalities they become too 
self-conscious, they study as object 
lessons the mental, physical, char- 
acter development of younger chil- 
dren. 

It is described as a simple course 
in psychology for adolescents ap- 
proached from the point of view of 
genetics, physical, social and men- 
tal hygiene. “It is really a course 
in orientation, finding themselves, 
working out adjustments to upset- 
ting experiences of adolescence, and 
a course in the development of a

of the period as the need for es- 
tablishment of independence, con- 
vincing parents that they, more 
than half grown children, are ready 
to assume responsibilities and new 
liberties without abusing them.

perience in social work. Some time 
after her graduation from Vassar 
she began practical social studies 
from the ground up as a case work- 
er in the social service department 
of Children’s Hospital, and as psy- 
chologist at the Psychiatric clinic 
dealing with delinquency. Follow- 
ing this she studied abnormal psy- 
chology at Bellevue Hospital and 
at Randalls Island, New’ York. 
Work with delinquents contributed 
to a knowledge of normal children, 
she thinks, but of still greater ad- 
vantage in her present work has 
been her personal acquaintance 
with antecedents of most of the 
children with whom she now works, 
their parents, grandparents, the ten- 
dencies and standards of their back- 
grounds. It is part of her work to 


to John Burroughs, determine their 
ability, how much. they, have 
learned, and recommend in which 
classes they shall be placed. 


John Burroughs, a country day 
school, as is well known, is an ex- 
ponent of that particular school of 


‘educational philosophy known as 


Progressive Education, a first prin- 
ciple of which is to begin ‘with the 
child’s interest and direct him from 
there toward the solution of a prob- 
lem rather than beginning with the 
problem and from that point devel- 
oping his interest. 

“That principle worked ‘beautiful- 
ly in my plan for a course in ele- 
mentary psychology,” said Dr. Rid- 
dle, “At first I found there were 
several points of,interest when I 
proposed to g€lass the study of 
their own mental and behavior 
processes and growths. They were 
interested in extreme deviations 
from normal thought processes.

They wanted to know about dreams 
and superstitions. But on one point 
they were all ip accord. That was 
the subject of babies. It was the 
most natural thing in the world for 
girls to be interested in babies. They 
wanted to know all about them, 
where they came from, how they 
grew and why, though they 
wouldn’t always ask questions.

The two most highly 
insured Americans are Pierre 8. du-

When 20th Cenutury-Fox was do- 
ing its research on “Lioyds of 
London,” five packages of books 
and other information were shipped 
to the film company from London. 
Only one of the packages was lost 
and never arrived. It was the pack- 


age sent by Lioyds, who had neg- 
lected to insure it!

One famous invalid 
picked up a newspaper, and when 
he saw the rate his life was being 
quoted at, died from the shock. 

The word “Chisler,” denoting a 
petty grafter, had to be eliminated 
from the script of “Lloyds of Lon- 
don,” even though the word was in 
current usage during the 18th Cen- 
tury in England ...

HEN I began breeding dogs,

them. Their cause can only be 
guessed at. Their result, nine 
times in 10, is not serious. Yet 
they frighten novice dog owners, 
sometimes, to the point of the in- 
sane shout of “Mad dog!” 

Your puppy—much oftener than 
your grown dog—is out w ng 
with you. Suddenly, he looks be- 
wildered around him, as if he had 
been hit on the head by a. club. 
Then he tucks his tail between his 
legs and begins to yelp crazily. And 
he sets off on a blindly desperate 
run; which may last for a half hour 
or perhaps for only a few minutes. 
It lasts till he is exhausted. 

Then, he will pause in his mad 
purposeless dash and stand dazed 
and stupid. He has no idea what 
has happened to him. 

That is the time to pick him up 
and deposit him in some dimly 
lighted and cool and solitary rest- 
ing place. Give him a few drops 
of bromide in a teaspoonful of 
water. An hour later, give him a 
goodly dose of castor oil. Keep 
him quiet for the rest of the day. 
Send for a good veterinary.
